Activity 1: Geography

The country of Ukraine is located in eastern Europe, and its coast borders the Black Sea. The capital of
Ukraine is Kiev, which is located on the Dnipro River. Ukraine is bordered by seven other countries:
Russia, Belarus, Poland, Slovakia, Hungary, Romania, and Moldova. Ukraine is the second-largest
country on the contintent of Europe.

Directions:

Color the water (seas and rivers) blue.

Then, color Ukraine’s neighbors! There are seven countries that border Ukraine. Color Russia red.
Color Belarus purple. Color Poland yellow. Color Slovakia blue. Color Hungary orange. Color Romania
grey.

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Activity 2: Ukraine by the Numbers

1) Hora Hoverla is the highest point in Ukraine’s Carpathian Mountains at 2,061 meters tall. How
high is that in feet, if 1 meter is equal to 3.28 feet?
6,761 feet

2) (6,000 x 100) + 7,000 — 300 = 603,700 square kilometers
This is the total area of Ukraine. That’s slightly smaller than the state of Texas in the USA!

How large is that in square miles, if 1 square kilometer is equal to about 0.386 square miles?
about 233,028 square miles

3) (8,000 x 6,000) + [(100,000 X 8) —39,526] = 48,760,474 people
This is approximately how many people live in Ukraine, as of 2001.

Activity 3: Flag

Ukraine’s flag was adopted in 1992, after Ukraine got its independence from the Soviet Union on
August, 24 1991. Ukrainian Independence Day is celebrated on August 24" each year. Ukraine’s flag
is blue on top and golden yellow on the bottom. The blue portion of the flag represents the sky,
mountains, and streams of Ukraine. The yellow represents fields of wheat.
